Once more a group o f treasure seekers 
are planning an adv enturo us descent into 
the murky depths of the Atlantic, with 
high hopes o f bringing back so mething 
more v aluable than snails. 
This time the sunken treasure is that of 
an old British warship, the De Braak, 
which, in 17 9 7 was supposed to hav e cap­ 
sized in a storm about a half-mile off Cape 
Henlopen. Delaware, ov erloaded with a mul­ 
timillio n dollar cargo of gold and silv er, not 
to mentio n some 7 0 to ns of copper that 
were piled on her deck. 
Delaware has giv en the party , headed by 
Robert Howarth IV of Wallingford, Pa., a 
green light permit, which protects the 
group from any “ me, too searchers in re­ 
turn for IO per cent of any booty lifted 
from the briny deep. 
Legend and histo ry combined paint a 
rather interesting career for the De Braak. 
It seems the British were rather stretching 
the point when they claimed to be the own­ 
ers; in fact, it was a second-hand v essel 
when they acquired it. 
It was built by the Dutch for their nav y 
in 17 8 7 , captured first by the French and 
then by the British. Piloted by these mast­ 
ers, the De Braak captured a Spanish treas­ 
ure ship in the Caribbean. It was while load­ 
ed to ov erflowing with this plunder that she 
made her Anal plunge in Delaware Bay in 
the spring of her tenth y ear. 
Whether, after one and a half centuries, 
the ruins of this once proud galleon can 
be found would seem to be rather doubt­ 
ful, but the reward for success certainly is 
tempting bait.
